GREEN BERETS, OTHERS 
TO STAGE MOCK WAR IN AREA 


Don’t be surprised if within the 
next few days you come across 
bands of soldiers in the Bethel 
and White Mountain National For- 
est area. They will be members of 
the U. S, Army's 10th Special 
Forces Group, “Green Berets”, in- 
volved in a field training exercise, 
and will be using Bethel as a 
Parachute dropping point, 

In a mock war, a mythical coun- 
try has invaded and occupied por- 
tions of the United States, to in- 
clude Maine, New Hampshire, Ver. 
mont and Massachusetts, 


The role of the enemy occupa- 
tion Forees is being played by a 
battalion of about G00 of the 101st 
Airborne Division from Fort Camp- 
bell, Ky. (wearing blue berets!) 
They -arrived at Laconia N. H. 
Airport on April 20, Opposing the 
1OIst are some 400 members of 
the 10th Special Forces from Fort 
evens, Mass., who are parachut- 
ing in behind “enemy” lines to 
organize groups of U. S. soldiers 
whe were cut off and overrun 
when the invasion took plage. 

Using blank ammunition, the 
Green Berets will lead their for- 
ces in small-scale ambushes and 
raids against the enemy soldiers 
of the 101st. Participating in the 
exercises will be as many as 30 
helicopters plus ground yehicle 
Support from several New Eng.

The bill 
also deals with overcrowding in 
adult correctional institutions, the 
high cost of the Hallowell Juven- 
ile facility, and the need for a fa- 
ellity for emotionally disturbed. 
adolescents. A co-educational juv- 
enle facility will be set up at the 
Boys Training Center, the Stevens 
School in Hallowell will be con- 
verted to a facility for emotional- 
ly disturbed teens, and the Wom- 
en's Correctional Facility at Skow- 
hegan may be re-opened for hous- 
ing adult men, to alleviate over- 
crowding at the Maine State Pri- 
son and Men's Correctional Cen- 
ter. Funds for these changes will 
come from savings realized from 
closing of the Stevens School. 

Maine's “Right-ToKnow" law 
was rendered virtually worthless 
in the regular session of the 107th 
when the legislature exempted 
many types of mectizgs from the 
law. The special session has mov- 
ed to strengthen the Jaw. It is 
again illegal for the board of DEP, 
LURG, PUC, local zoning and 
planning boards to deliberate se- 
cretly. Additionally, there is a re- 
quirement that the public be told 
abont meetings in ariple time for 
public attendance. Clandestine 
meetings, and conferences or 
meetings on privale property be- 
ing used to defeat the purposes 
of the rightto-know law are pro- 
hibited. Emergency meetings are 
atill allowed, but in those instan- 
ces, the press must be alerted by 
the same or faster means than 
used to notify members of the ag- 
eney meeting.
